As to early met hods of laud carriage. 


These consisted of the pack-horses 
which for many years carried freight 
over the Allegheny mountains to Pitts- 
burg aud the Ohio Valley, rude carts, 
the wheels of which were sawed from 
liie ends of rotiud logs, and were us- 
ually drawu by oxen, the Couestoga 
vagou. drawu by six horses, aud au 
adaptation of the latter called the 
Jersey wagou, to which usually only 
two or four horses were attached. The 
first exploreis of Western Pennsyl- 
vania either traveled on foot iu cross- 
ing portages between streams or ou 
horseback. ^«ter, with the construc- 
tion of turnpikes aud State roads, 
stage coaches were the vehicles of 
travel. 


The first roads beyond the ^usque-j 


hauua were scarcely more than pack- 
horse trai's used by the Indian trad- 
ers. The first trail of this kind opeued 
over the Allegheny rauge came to ue 
known afterward as Braddoek's road. 
Colonel Washington, iu a report of the 
date of August 2, 17-38, says that the 
Ohio Company opened this road u'rst 
in 1753. its starting point was Cum- 
berland, Md., which was a frontier 
post on the Potomac accessible from 
the colonies of Virginia, Maryland 
and Pennsylvania. Washington him- 
self repaired this primitive road as far 
as the plautatiou ot Christopher Gist 
in what is now Fayette county, aud 
iu 1755 it was wideued and completed 
by General Braddock to within six 
rmlet -of Fort Duquesue, uow Pitts- 
burg. 


After the disaster which befell Brad- 


dock that year General Forbes, who 
eucceeded him in command of the 
English army, decided to opeu au en- 
tirely new road froui Raystowu, now 
Bedford, 
to Loyalhanna, iu West- 


moreland county, aud this, which was 
known as the Forbes road, was the 
first road over the Allegheny moun- 
tains entirely within Pennsylvania 
territory connecting Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania with the Ohio valley. This road 
was opeued by Colonel Boquet with 
2500 men in September aud October, 
1758, and over it General 
Forbes 


marched with his army to the capture 
of Fort Duquesne immediately after it 
was opened. According to Washing- 
ton's report the distance from Carlisle 
to Fort Dtiquesue by the Forbes road 
was 193 miles, while the distance from 
Carlisle by way of Fort Frederick, 
Cumberland aud the Braddock road 
was 212 miles, the Forbes road being 
ly miles the shortest aud entirely 
•within the State. 


No other roads were opeued to West- 


ern Pennsylvania until after the Revo- 
lutionary war, when a State road was 
opened from the Bald Eagle's Nest, 
now Milesburg, Centre county, to Le 
Boeuf, uow YVaterford, Eiie county, to 
connect with the old French portage 
road to Presque Isle, uow Erie. This 
State road was authorized by au act 
passed in 1796, aud the road fully 
opened iu April, 190-1. For 20 years, 
or until the building of turnpikes be- 
came common, this roaci was the prin- 
cipal thoroughfare to Northwestern 
Pennsylvania. These pioneer roads, 
owing to many reasons, including 
want of bridges, over streams, steep 
mountain declivities aud loug stretch- 
es of swampy ground were hardly 
passable wagou roads at first. For 
years they served the double purpose 
of military roads aud Hues of travel 
for emigrants seeking houoes iu West- 
ern Pennsylvania, Ohio aud the Terri- 
tories beyond. Travel over them orig- 
inally was principally ou horseback 
or on foot, and for many years Govern- 
ment supplies for Western forts, gro- 
ceries, salt, goods, machinery and the 
other necessaries of pioneer life were 
carried over these two roads on pack- 
horses. 


JLadeu pack-horses followed a prim- 


itive road through the original forest. 
The pack-horse !-er\ice in Pennsyl- 
vania iu the pioneer period was usu- 
ally carried ou in trains, oue owner 
frequently controlling •>() to iOO pack- 
horses. These trains 
were usually

The cost of transporting 
freight by thi» method from Philadel- 
phia to Pittsburg was from SO to $12 
per hundred pounds, or from $120 to 
i£24Uper ton. Over the fcorbes road 
the pioneers of Lawrence, Mercer, 
Butler, Armstrong, aud even of Veu- 
augo aud Crawford counties traveled 
to find their new homes. 


The Connecticut settlers who invad- 


ed the Wyoming Valley before the 
Resolution, following an Indian trail 
from the bauks of the Delaware across 
the Pocouo aud Moosic mountains, 
opened 
their primitive road wide 


enough to admit the passage of rude 
carts drawu by oxeu, aud of sleighs or 
sledges which could be used for win- 
ter travel. The Connecticut cart was 
usually hauled by a pair of oxen, 
which could be used for cultivating 
the f-oil upon reaching the uew colony 
ou the Siisquehauiia. 


For general freight purposes, how- 


ever, the successor of the pack-horse 
iu tlie transportation of freight iu 
Pennsylvania was the Couestogo wag- 
ou. These wagons had beeu in use 
among the German farmers of Eastern 
aud .Southern Pennsylvania prior to 
the Revolution, aud were extensively 
employed 
during 
that 
struggle 


for the transportation of provisions 
aud supplies for the Continental army. 
Complaint was made toward the close 
of the Revolution iu the Pennsylvania 
Assembly that the number of these 
wagous iu Lancaster and the adjoin- 
ing counties bad been reduced from 
over 1200 at the negiuujug of that 
struggle to less than 500, indicating 
how important a part they played in 
the military campaigns of that period. 


These wagons could not be used, 


however, for crossing the mountains 
until the roads bad been widened aud 
graded, and even wheu this bad been 
doue, their use was bitterly opposed 
by the pack-horse carriers, who held 
indignation meetings and made riot- 
ous demonstrations to prevent their 
introduction. 


The old-fashioued Couestoga wagou 


was a picturesque vehicle. Drawn by 
a six-horse team with huge belled 
collars, its driver clothed to protect 
him from storm aud-cold, usually rid- 
ing the left wheel horse, aud the wag 
ou itself provided with a canvas cover 
spread ou immense hoops, in which a 
whole family could be boused safely 
Irom the weather, it constituted a loug 
step forward in the evolution of a bet- 
ter trausportatiou system. Its great- 
est utility, however, consisted iu the 
fact that it had storage room for four 
or five tous of freight. The difference 
between the 200 pounds of freight car- 
ried by a pack-horse, the utmost limit 
that six horses could carry being 1200 
or 1500 pounds, aud the four or live 
tons which the same number of horses 
could haul when hitched to a Cone- 
stoga wagou was the determining fact- 
or iu displacing the pack-horse traius. 
The pack-horse carriers soou either be- 
came wagou owners or engaged in 
other occupations. 


Oue of the elements of popularity of 


the Couestoga wagou also consisted iu 
the fact that its canvas cover would af- 
ford a year's shelter to a pioneer family 
until a cabin could be erected upou 
the site of their new home. Iu after 
years, under the uame of the Prairie 
Schooner, wagous of this type convey- 
ed pioneer settlers to the western 
limits of the Mississippi Valley, aud 
during the California gold excitement 
some of them even crossed the Rocky 
Mountains to the shores of the Pacific. 
The freights which these wagous car- 
ried to Pittsburg aud Erie usually 
consisted of groceries, linens, calico, 
rum, 
molasses, hams and other neces- 


saries, aud the drivers were the errand 
commissioners for everybody living ou 
the route. 


These old wagoueers were very skill- 


ful in handling their teams, aud as 
proud of their skill as au old-fashioued 
militia Colonel was of directing the 
evolutions of his men ou "training 
day." 
For many years hundreds of 


these wagous journeyed from 
the 


warehouses aloug Front aud Water 
streets in Philadelphia, to Pittsburg 
aud Erie, aud the chronicles of that 
period speak of these wagons mar- 
shaled in rows by the scores and hun- 
dreds at the doors of the warehouses 
along the Delaware front as constitu- 
ting one of the most picturesque feat- 
ures of the trade of that city. 


A typical wagou owuer of the early 


part of the uiueteeuth century was Joe 
Morrow, who hauled freight 
from 


Philadelphia to various points iu Cen- 
tral aud Western Pennsylvania. Mor- 
row, according to Dr. Mclvuighl's 
"History of Northwestern Pennsyl-

The harness 


was broad and heavy aud nearly cov- 
ered the horses, aud they were hitch- 
ed to the wagou with irou pole aud 
trace chains. 
The Brotherhood of 


Locomotive Engineers, the Switch- 
men» Union, the American Railway 
Uuiou, all the Sovereigns aud Debses 
put together had no terrors tor Joe, for 
he had but one employe, a brakeman 
t»r his second wagou. Jje was the 
employed and the employer. Like a

king, like a robber 


barou be sat astride the wagon saddle 
ou the hind near horse, driving the 
others with a single line aud a black- 
snake whip to the words "gee," "jep" 
aud '-haw." 
He drove with oue Hue, 


and when be wanted his horse to 
"haw" he would pull on the line. If 
be wanted him to "gee" he would jerk 
on the line. 
Morrow carried goods 


for the merchants ou his outward trip, 
aud for his return trip he would buy 
of the merchants and farmers clover, 
timothy, rlaxseed. feathers, old rags, 
tar, beeswax, wheat, rye, chestnuts, 
fura aud dried elderberries. Joe made 
his last trip from Lewistown to Brook- 
ville about 1850. Canal and railroad 
trausportatiou by this time had put 
the Conestoga freight wagou out of 
commission. 


Wheu the roads had beeu improved 


so that freight could be hauled in 
wagons to Western Pennsylvania, the 
stage coach era for passengers was in- 
augurated. 
These 
coaches 
were 


chiefly built in Concord, New Hamp- 
shire, aud were known as Concord or 
Rockaway coaches. The best of these 
coaches had heavy leather belt springs. 
They were painted red, with gold 
stripes and letters, and were usually 
drawn by four horses. On the better 
class of stage routes relay stations 
were located every 10 01 12 miles at 
which the horses were changed, fresh 
horses being harnessed aud iu readi- 
ness at the approach of each stage. 
These coaches were calculated tocarry 
nine passengers, but like our modern 
street cars they 
were sometimes 


stretched to carry a aozeu mside, two 
ou the seat with the driver, aud as 
mauy ou the top ot the coach as could 
manage 
to keep from falling off*. 


Trunks were carried ou the top aud in 
the boot. The drivers usually carried 
horns with which to auuouuce their 
approach to a relay statiou or a post j 
office. 
Over the primitive 
stage] 


roads, which are described as having 
beeu a succession of mud holes withau 
occasional corduroy bridge across a 
swamp, the passengers were glad to 
walK up the hills. Some uewspaper 
poet of that day condensed l.ue stage- 
riding experience into rhyme, as fol-| 
lows:

The fare for this sort of joltiug was 


usually six cents a mile. The arrival 
ot the daily or weekly stage, as the! 
case might be, iu the various hamlets j 
along the way was the chief eveut of] 
the day, aud the neighbors gathered 
to see the driver, who was usually a 
devil-may-care sort of a] fellow, dash 
up to the postofliee or relay statiou at 
a rattliug pace. These old stage drivers 
were a class by themselves. They 
could call nearly every man, womau 
or child on their route by their lirst 
name, and were regarded by the small 
boys as greater heroes than General 
George Washington. Each driver was 
usually armed with a whip composed 
of a hickory stock, a buckskin lash 10 
or 12 feet loug, with a silk cracker on 
the eud. These whips were handled 
with marvelous dexterity 
by the 


drivers, who could crack them over 
tlie heads of their horses like pistols. 


The stage coach era may ue said to 


have begun with the advent of the 
nineteeuth'ceutury. Iu the year l!Mi2 
the United States Government started 
a line of coaches between Philadelphia 
and New York, carrying their osvn 
mail. The fare of each through pax- 
seuger was $4 00, aud fourpeuce per 
miie was charged for way passengers. 
Two lyears later a line of through 
! slages wa--established, between Phila- 
| delphia aud Pittsburg by John Tom-j 
1 liusou & Company, and the conditions 
and cost and time of travel over that | 
route are set forth in the following ad- 
vertisement which appeared of the 
date of July :;.

Frencii agriculturist, tested thifrtheory 
by felliug trees at diflereut aud oppo- 
site pet tods of the lunar mouth, trees 
of the same age and exposure aud 
Crowing upon the same soil, aud fouud 
them to remain the same iu point of 
tjualitv, and show no difference iu re- 
gard to their durability—thus giving 
a death blo.v to that theory. 


\Ve were also toid that the planting 


of gar Jen seeds and trees, aud grafting 
and prumiiug of trees should he done 
during the increase of the moou (this 
beiug uothiug more than Pliny's uo- 
tion a little more extended i. as the in- 
ereas'ng moon tends to increase the 
rapidity of the growth of these seeds 
aud grafts, and also the healing of the 
wound made by the pruning knife 
Hut M. Arauo, a highly-distiuguished 
French philosopher, who has taken 
gre.it piius to collect aud examine the 
various uotious eutertamed by the 
populauce couceruing the moon's iu- 
lUieuce on the weather, vegetation, 
etc., is of the opinion that all or aiost 
of the changes that commonly occur 
iu the weather, vegetation, etc., while 
the moou is iu or is passing through 
a particular phase, are not caused by 
the moou at all, but by some other 
cause or causes not yet fully or dis- 
tinctly known. Aud Dr. Lard tier, a 
distinguished English 
philosopher, 


who lectured with great eclat on sei- 
eutilie subjects years ago in Philadel- 
phia, New York aud elsewhere, and 
who derived much of his material in 
relation to lunar influences from M. 
Arago, concludes his review of them 
thus, viz: 
"In conclusion, then, it 


appears that of all the various influ- 
ences popularly supposed to be' ex- 
erted ou the surface of the earth (by 
the moou) few ha\e any foundation 
iu fact."

be true : ami if the foundation on 
which these opinions rest be very 
slightly examined, it will be fouud 
that few of them are even apparently 
sustained by facts."
